hope of an amicable settlement of matters 
in dispute would be at an end. In point 
of fact, tho writer distinctly announces 
that the policy of the opposition is one of 
Distrust and Hatred of everything Cana- 
dian, und bitter and unrelenting warfare 
against the Macdonald administration. 
Our contemporary is in a state of mind 
bordering on phrenzy; and in his deplor- 
able mental condition can scarcely be 
held sccountablo for anything he may say 
or d~. Within" the 1 past month he bus 
eottaiidy, • changed i front half- a-dozen 
tinx'M"fli) ; iHo l 'Sottlo!iient Bill. When | llu 
house hud prorogued without 'having 
amended sub-section "e," the organ com- 
plimented the government for not having 
mado tho amendment, asserting that the 
only clause in the bill worthy of being re- 
tained intact was tho one which Sir .John 
Macdonald deemed essential to have 
amended. Later on, when a slight hitch 
in the negotiations became apparent, he 
held the government responsible for the 
delay because they had not done the very 
thing he had previously said they ought 
not to do. Next ho opposed an extra 
aossion because it would cost $12,000, but 
favored a general election and a new 
houBe, which would cost $42,000. LI is 
latest idiosyncrasy finds vent in a state- 
ment that neither house nor country un- 
derstood the Settlement Bill at the time 
it was passed. If they did not under- 
stand tho measure that is entirely our 
contemporary's fault. If he failed to 
:uako the bill plain to their comprehen- 
sion from his own standpoint the fault lay 
with him and not with house or country. 
In spite of his protestations and haver- 
ing* an attempt to get up a public meet- 
ing to denounce the terms of settlement 
failed; and the house passed the measure 
by a vote of 18 to 5. In tho face of this 
decisive verdict of a house just from tho 
country, the organ continues to demand 
a new election and a fresh deal of portfo 
lios; but even in this demand hu is not 
consistent, since we find that having on 
.Saturday asked for a dissolution of the 
house and a now election forthwith, lie 
yesterday modified tho demand so far as 
to ask for a general election three years 
hence when it must take place under the 
constitution. The anticsof tho organ would 
be amusing if they were not harmful. 
Qislalarmtst articles have driven away 
score's*' V>f immigrants who came this 
spring to make their homes in the prov- 
ince; and he is doing mure to settle up 
the Sound than all the American immi- 
gration agents and handbooks put to- 
gether.' Because our contemporary has 
lost the government advertising does not 
constitute a valid reason for running 
down the country or frightening 
newcomers out of it. Than Brit- 
ish Columbia no country offers 
greater inducements to capital and labor, 
and poople who havo crossed the conti- 
nent to settle amongst tut should receive 
a warm welcome instead of chilling words 
and discouraging advice. 



THE CANADIAN LACROSSE TEAM 

i,. - AT INVERNESS- 
Oil i U.l ' U ;- — r~ 
Tho Resources and Capabilities of tho 
Dominion. 

The Canadian Lacrosse team and ac- 
companying friends were entertained 
at a banquet at Inverness on the 20th 
May, and on a subsequent evening at 
a public meeting in the town hall, 
over which the provost presided, ad- 
dresses were made by several Oana 
dian geptjeman; among them luv. (). 
V. Lucas, of Montreal, a former 
Methodist missionary of British Colum- 
bia. Mr. Lucas, whose address was 
tho feature of the evening, said — The 
climate of Canada is more ageeable 
than persons living outside of the 
Dominion suppose. So wide a territo- 
ry will, of course, present a great va- 
riety of temperature. The climate of 
Nova Scotia, for instance, which is 
thought by those who live on this side 
of tho ocean to be terribly severe, con- 
sidering its northern latitude, is ex- 
tremely temperate. The climate of 
Prince Edward Island is still milder 
and remarkably salubrious. The win- 
ters .'of Quebec are cold, but the at 
tuosphere is dry and exhilarating. The 
cold is- not at all unpleasant. On the 
'contrary, the winters of Quebec are 
very enjoyable; much more 'so than in 
countries' where, during the cold sea 
son. 'the' atmosphere, is humid. The 

fiq^ bf. Ontario is milder than that 
QuBbJic;-or.-of the more easterly pro- 
viricfc&v.: • Jnv-the .province of British Co- 
lumbia, hardy- llower.s, such as mari- 
Tgoldtf and pansies, ifcc., bloom in the 
^open-air throughout the entire winter. 
In our north- western provinces and 
territories, the thermometer shows a 
J<lwcr .record during the winter months, 
. iiTautlall persons residing there testify to 
tho .superior climate for health and en- 
joy'meiit. ' To fact, over portions of that 
great country cattle feed out of doors 
the whole winter, and most reliable 
witnesses testify that cattle and horses 
turnijd loose in the lute fall poor, 
Svhen - taken in in the spring, for 
spring and summer work, are rolling 
fat, in some instances "too fat for work." 
It is over these wide fields that some 
,-of the finest buffalo have roamed for 
ages, fafc -tho year round. The sum- 
mers throughout the whole of Canada 
are very tine. The heat, accompanied 
bv occasional showers of rain, is just 
about what is net essary to hasten ve.ge- 
"tatibn,"and to mature roots and cereals 
of all kinds, bringing them to as high 
a degree of perfection as any country 
in the world can. Oimaln's most im- 
porfeAht export trade, outside of grain 
and dairy exports, is that of lumber 
and timber. Next to our fertile lands, 
our magnificent forests are our great- 
est source of wealth. Wo produce 70 
different kinds of wood; among these 
..are' white pine, red pine,, cedar, tarn a- 
rac oak, maple, : elm, ash, chestnut, 
waltk ' hickW, poplar, 
birch, basswood, &c. The white pines 
of our Pacific province (British Colum- 
bia) are, some of them in very truth, 



giants of the forest. Some of these 
pines are 300 feet in height- Lord and 
Lady Dufferin went to the forest to 
see one of these huge monsters felled. 
Prof. Dawson, of the Dominion Geo- 
logical Survey, reports that the forests 
of British Columbia are of vast im- 
portance. The annual product for the 
province is about 200,000,000 of feet, 
lie estimates that timber covers 110,- 
000,000 of acres. The white pine is 
the .most valuable commercial tree. 
It frequently rises to a height of from 
■J00 to three hundred feet. While 
[line is the principal wood shipped, our 
oak, elm and ash, walnut, basswood, 
cedar and tamarae, for the home manu- 
facture of ships, furniture, carriages, 
agricultural implements, railwayjcoach- 
es and railway ties, are of immense 
value. Our lumber trade is widening. 
Great Britain and the United States 
have been for many years our princi- 
pal markets. To these countries we 
shipped, from Ottawa alone, last year, 
321,000,000 of feet, valued at $4,273,- 
000. Our total export of lumber and 
timber amounts to §18,000,000. 
Our annual production is about $30,- 
000,000. Our waters everywhere 
abound with fish, of which we have 
a very great variety. Our almost in- 
numerable small inland lakes and 
streams produce every kind of trout, 
bass, pike, pickerel, maskinonage and 
whiteosb, giving unlimited opportunity 
to the most enthusiastic angler, while 
our larger rivers and bays along our 
coasts are, in many places, literally 
alive, with salmon, cod, herring, mack 
erel, sturgeon, and whales. There are 
other kinds, some of which are, or 
will be in time, of as great value coin 
mercially; among these is the "oolach 
han," of British Columbia, which is as 
productive of nuritive oil as the fam- 
ous codliver. Some medical gentle- 
men who have experimented and test 
ed the properties of "oolachan" oil, do 
not hesitate to pronounce it superior 
to coil liver. The fisheries of Canada 
are the finest in the world. They are 
almost illimitable and inexhaustible. 
Tho following statement of exports 
for 1881 will show the wide extent 
of our fisheries through the Dominion, 
no province being destitute of this im- 
portant artiele^of commerce and means 
of subsistence : — Ontario, $?f> 10,000: 
British Columbia, §1,454,000; P. E. 
Island Sl,9. r ). r ),000; Quebec, $."5,051,- 
000; New Brunswick, $5,930,000; 
Nova Scotia, §6,214,000. These are 
the exports for the year from these 
several provinces. The actual value 
of the entire product of onr fisheries 
for the year 1882 was $1G,088,672. 
About 1,500 decked vessels, and 17,- 
000 open boats are engaged in our 
fisheries, employing about -1200 men, 
supporting directly as an industry 200,- 

000 souls. The Peace River, one of 
the tributaries of the Mackenzie, over 
1000 miles long, is navigable almost 
its entire length, with deep water, 
it flows through a country whose fer 
tili ty and beauty cannot be surpassed. 

1 regard this region as the richest and 
most valuable part of the great north- 
west. It is said to embrace a territ- 
ory of not less than 300,000 square 
miles in extent wood and prairie in- 
terspersed. ****** | n 
British Columbia and the northwest 
territories, Nova Scotiaand New Bruns 
wick, coal occurs in almost imnieas- 
urable quantities. Queen Charlotte's 
Island, B. C, produces anthracite 
coal of excellent quality. There is a 
constant demand for this coal in Cal- 
ifornia at very remunerative prices. 
The coal of Vancouver Island is bitu- 
minous. It is superior in quality to 
any other coal produced along the Pa- 
cific Coast. As the report is fromU. S. 
officials, and so largely in favour of 
the Canadian coal, we may reasonably 
suppose the report to be trustworthy. 
I have not only used this coal for two 
years, while residing in Victoria, but 
have also, in the early years of mining 
operations there, explored the largest 
of the Nanaimo mines, and am prepar- 
ed therefore from personal experience 
to confirm the reports made respect- 
ing the excellence of the coal referred 
to. It is estimated by our official 
geologists that the coal beds of Van- 
couver Island, extend from Nanaimo 
to Comox, embrace 300 square miles 
of territory, and their report estimates 
lb', 000,000 of tons to the square mile. 
The coal fields of our groat North- 
West are much smaller. The most 
important gold fileds of Canada, how 
ever, are those of British Columbia. 
Gold has been found, so far, in 1 1 ti 
different localities in British Colum- 
bia, principally along the banks of 
small streams and gulches. The high 
est yield reported for any one year 
since the mines of the province were 
first operated is §3,750,000 and the 
total yield something over §40,000, 000. 
Canada has a greater marine tonnage 
according to her population than any 
other country in the world. Small 
as her population is compared with 
older States she ranks fourth among 
the nations as a maritime power. 
Her shipbuilding has grown during 
the past thirty years with a wonder- 
ful rapidity. We have 7,500 vessels 
of all kinds, representing a capital of 
over §15,000,000, or S» millions ster- 
ling, which is a little over £2 per head, 
or about 25 per cent, higher than the 
average in Great Britain.

Dlsallowanco Throatons British Ool- 
unVbia. 

Mr. G. B. Wright, of British Colum- 
bia, arrivod in the city yesterday to inter- 
view the government in reference lo the 
expected disallowance of his railway bill. 
At the last session of the British Colum- 
bia legislature an act was passed incorpo- 
rating Mr. Wright and ot hers for the pur- 
pose of constructing a railway from tho 
Kootenay mines to the international 
boundary and connecting with an 
American road which runs southward 
and connects with the Northern Pa- 
cific as well as with the Columbia River. 
Tho provincial government granted a sub- 
sidy of 750,000 acres of land in the Koote- 
nay district in aid of the new company. 
The projected road is about forty-live 
miles in length, running through a moun- 
tainous country; but the mines, in which 
Mr. Wright is largely interested, are said 
to be very rich. Representations 
have been made to the Dominion 
Government by the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway that the projected railway if 
completed will divert traffic from their 
road southward to the American railway 
system, and hence the promoters of the 
road fear that their act of incorporation 
will bo disallowed, though the develop- 
ment of Kootenay district depends in a 
large measure upon their success. Mr. 
Wright, in company with Senator Nelson, 
had an interview with the premier to-day 
but received no answer as to what the in- 
tentions of the government are. — Tuiont<>

Canada- 

Montr EAT., Juno 23.— The Canadian & 
European steamship'' 'company will run a 
monthly lino to Bremen and this port, 
having obtained a subsidy. 

Montreal, June 24. — L. M. Shute, 
representing a number of American capi- 
talists, closed contracts for the construc- 
tion of the Ontario Pacific railroad, and 
made arrangements to float bonds amount- 
ing to §12,000,000. Trains will bo run- 
ning over a part of the road by October, 
1K83. Tho road will connect with the 
eastern terminus of the Canada Pacific. 

Ottawa, Juno 23. —Tho government 
has decided to make no further grants to 
colonization of railway companies in tho 
Northwest for the present, and until the 
present chartered railways are completed 
there can be no further sulo of lands. If, 1 
however, it is found necessary in the in- j 
torest of the country to make a further 
grant the price will be raised 50 cents pet- 
acre. This conclusion is arrivod at ow- 
ing to the rapid increase of immigration 
into the Northwest. 

BnociiYlLLK, Out , June 22. — The j 
westbound express on the Grand Trunk 
railway left the rails east of here this 
evening. Tho dining car alono kopt on 
the track. The others were badly smash- 
ed. Four persons were slightly injured. 

Mon iKKALj.J une 22 — It is expected that 
a scandal in one of the wealthiest and 
best families will bo brought to light to- 
morrow, by the filing of a bill for divorce 
by the wife of a leading merchant and 
member of the council. She will allege 
great. brutality, including her husband's 
knocking her down and choking her on 
the open street.

Pour ac Pui.S'CB, June 14.- There was 
severe fighting at Miragoaine. The rebel 
General Ca'siniei' was' killed, but the gov- 
ernment forces wore repulsed after a 
series of engagements. Thu lower por- 
tion of Miragoaine fell into tho hands of 
the government fjrees. The insurgents 
took refugo in Port Relllechi. Jeromai 
is blocaded again, the inhabitants having 
risen, and 25 ringleaders of the insur- 
gents wore shot at St. Louis and ten at 
Cavallon to-day. 



London, June 2-1. — The passenger ves- 
sels Purunui and Waitara, of the Now 
Zealand shipping company, were in colli- 
sion of}' Portland F riday night. Tho 
Waitara sank in two minutes. Twenty- 
five persons were, drowned. The Elurapni 
immediately launched boats and rescued 
Hi persons struggling in the water. 
Amoug them was a lady saloon passenger, 
to whom a sailor, also saved, had given 
his life belt. Two other saloon passen- 
gers were also saved. All tho second 
class and steerage passengers wero lost. 
The captain of tho Waitara was dragged 
aboard the Uurunni with the aid of ropes. 
The two vessels left London together. 
Friday the Hurunni struck tho Waitara 
just in front of the saloon on the star- 
board side. The survivors state no crash 
was heard, but the side of the Waitara 
gave way like cardboard. More passen- 
gers might have been saved had the bark 
and steamer seen near by heeded the 
Waitara 's sign of distress. The Waitara 
was an iron ship of 383 tons, buil t in 
1863. The Hurunni is .also an iron 
ship.

She declared that 
the soldiers at Sedan would have done 
well to shoot the officers and save their 
homes .
